Denies Land 


Switch Charge 


Assemblyman James J. A. Gal­ 
lagher today denied charges made 
by William T. Mullin, Republican 
candidate for supervisor in Ben- 
salem Township, that 153 acres 
of land in the township is to be 
sold to a harness racing syndi 
cate in Bensalem under a re­ 
cent House bill. 
Mullin yesterday questioned the 
reason for the proposed transfer 
of land from the state Depart­ 
ment of Welfare to the turnpike 
commission, tabbing the move as 
"a political deal.” 
Gallagher, a Democrat, said 
that it has been the practice of 
the turnpike commission to sell 
the land it acquires to the indus­ 
trial development commissions in 
various counties. 
Could Have Option 
The Ix)wer Bucks representative, 
contacted today in 
Harrisburg, 
said that the Bucks County Indus­ 
trial 
Development 
Corporation 
could, if it wished, have an op­ 
tion on the tract. 
The assemblyman said that the 
land in question is located near 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike and is 
some distance away from the race 
track site on the Philadelphia- 
Bucks County line. 
The proposed move, which had 
its first reading in the state Gen­ 
eral Assembly yesterday, is ac­ 
tually a land swap whereby the 
turnpike commission would give 
the state welfare department 109 
acres it owns in Somerset Coun­ 
ty. 
Gallagher said that a similar 
hill was passed by the House in 
1959 but died in the Senate. 
Mullin yesterday said that the 
land swap should have been dis­ 
cussed with the Bensalem super­ 
visors to seek a way of returning 
it to tax-producing ownership. 


Posts Of All 
Expire, Most 
To Run Again

Nobody loves the tax collector, according to an 
old adage. 
I>ower Bucks County municipalities are doing 
their best to prove that adage. 
In a sudden burst of economy, boroughs, school 
boards and townships have turned the tax collector 
into a favorite whipping boy. Six school boards, 
two boroughs and two townships have lowered the 
rate of his compensation within the past few 
months. 
Some of them have done it for political motives, 
others for reasons of economy. In almost every 
case, however, they have been inspired by recent 
proposals of interested groups including the Courier- 
Times for a centralized county tax collector who, 
proponents say, could do a job for $50,000 which Is 
costing more than $450,000 under the present 
system. 
54 Collectors 


The county now has 54 tax collectors. 
Under the law, the salary of an elected official 
cannot be changed during his term in office. Thus, 
the reductions in compensation won’t effect any of 
the present collectors. 
However, all collectors’ posts in Buc ks County 
expire at the end of the year; all are up for election 
this year. And most of them are running for re-elec­ 
tion. 
How much does a tax collector take home as 
pay? What makes his job such a desirable one in 
Pennsylvania that nine candidates are fighting for 
the Republican nomination for this post in one 
wealthy township? 


Faces Reduction 


Well, here are some facts about Joseph A. Fer­ 
ry, Sr., collector in Bristol Borough, one of those, 
incidentally, who face a drastic reduction in income 
if he should be re-elected next year. 
Ferry’s report shows that he collected a total 
of $878,729 in taxes in Bristol Borough, acting as col­ 
lector for borough, school board, county and county 
institution district taxes. 
For this he received total commissions of $20,- 
304 and he had to pay expenses of $12,314, leaving 
him with a net income as tax collector of $7,988. 
He broke those expenses down like this: Office 
equipment, social security taxes, insurance, etc., 
$1,266; office help, $8,845; advertising, $27.12; tele­ 
phone, $203.22; car insurance, gas oil and repairs 
including travel allowance, $1,973. 
One Section 
To take one section of the report, for Bristol 
Borough alone Ferry collected $203,221. His com­ 
mission on this came to $4,705.69. Balance of the 
taxes he collected and the commissions, of course, 
were for school board and county. 
In addition to paying Ferry the $4,705.69 in com­ 
missions, Bristol Borough paid $875.42 expenses: 
Office supplies, $11.90; postage, $148.10; printing,

Stewart Denies 
Police Shakeup 


John R. Stewart, recently rein­ 
stated chief of Bristol Township 
police, today denied a report that 
he had instituted a “shakeup" in 
the police department almost im­ 
mediately upon his return to his 
job. 


The "shakeup" report came af­ 
ter the police department’s three 
lieutenants were assigned to shift 
duty and after several changes 
were made in the department’s 
Criminal Investigation Division. 
The changes in assignment have 
come since Stewart returned to 


work last Wednesday by order of! 
the Bucks County Court. The court 
order was the result of Stewart’s 
successful appeal to his Aug. 24 
dismissal by the township board 
of commissioners, 
The chief said in a prepared 
statement when he resumed his 
duties last week that he had "no 
malice toward anyone” over his 
having been fired on charges of 
"inefficiency” and "low morale” 
in the police department, He said 
the changes he made since re*

This left him in 1960 
an income of only $3,718 from sal* 
ary and commissions plus $500 
he receives as Township trees 
urer, his report says. 
Another man who volunteered 
for a cut in salary is David H. 
Struble of Falls Township. 
Stable Campaign 
Struble campaigned for election 
In 1957 on a promise to accept 
less money than his predecessor, 
' Lloyd Vandenburg, who received 
* approximately $20,000 gross in 
I 1956. Struble was elected, too. 
* His 1960 report shows an income 
of $6,000 from the school board 
* as salary, and % per cent of all 
township taxes that he collects. 
Struble's total salary plus com 
missions last year came to $19, 
304, according to his report, his

The fire was discovered by Miss 
Maureen Clark, 6 Keystone Lane, 
Kenwood, Levittown, who works 
in the Lerner Shop next door to 
Mally’s. She said she heard the 
store's burglar alarm ring at 
about 9:20 p.m.

Quit Committee 
Cadwallader said he resigned 
from the Prison Study Committee, 
which presented a plan to the 
County Prison Board on March 
21, because of its broader recom­ 
mendations

Outlined 


An economical and quick means 
of building a Bucks County Prison 
farm as a more desirable alter­ 
native to the proposed 30-cell ad­ 
dition to the 77-year-old County 
Prison, was outlined to the Bucks 
County Commissioners yesterday 
by J. Augustus Cadwallader, of 
Yardley, former chairman of the 
Prison Study Committee of Wil­ 
liam Penn Center. 


Cadwallader said the farm he 
proposes, with buildings, could be 
built at a cost of $50,000 and be 
ready for use in the fall. The 
county commissioners have con­ 
sidered building a new wing on 
the old prison at an estimated 
cost of $150,000.

21, because of its broader recom­ 
mendations. 


“I didn’t agree with trying to 
wrap this up in a big overall 
picture,” he said. “We will lose 
two years on this important proj­ 
ect if we do. But I am in favor 
with the measures advocated in 
the plan.” 


Three Steps 


Cadwallader 
broke 
down 
to 
three steps, the methods of build­ 
ing a prison farm: find a site, 
make concrete blocks and build 
it. 


He suggested a site at or near 
Neshaminy 
Manor, 
the county 
home for the indigent, in Doyles­ 
town Township. 


“There you 
could have tho 
same heating, water and sewer­ 
age facilities,” he said, “and the 
same chef for both institutions, 
using prison labor in the kitchen.” 


Concrete Blocks 


After finding the site, Cadwalla­ 
der advised, the county could set 
up a manufacturing plant for con­ 
crete blocks at the present prison. 
When enough blocks had been 
made, construction of the prison 
farm buildings could start. The 
block making and construction 
would be done by prisoners. 


“This would save 50 per cent of 
the cost of the building,” he said, 
‘and it would teach the prisoners 
a useful trade.” 


Cadwallader will present his 
ideas, in fuller detail, to the coun­ 
ty prison board at its next meet­ 
ing, which is now scheduled for 
May 16. At its March 21 meeting 
the board was presented with the 
report of the William Penn Center 
Prison Study Committee.
